Summary of reasons for decision: 

The image file graphically depicts an act of horrifying self-harm to an extreme extent and degree and 
without context or consequence. It degrades and dehumanises its subject by presenting their suffering 
as a spectacle. It is likely to shock and disturb people of any age or could have an inuring effect. The 
classification of objectionable places a severe limitation on the right to freedom of expression set out 
in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but is a reasonable limit on that right given the high risk 
of injury to the public good if the image were to be made available.
